New Yorks Made a Good beginning But a Poor Ending---How the Other | 


Teams Fared---Qutlook for 1902 Not Promising.

The baseball season ended gloriously by the Pittsburg 
National League Club winning the championship 
pennant, in a race which proved to be an interesting 
one from the beginning to the end. The enthusiasm of 
patrons of the game presaged a good season financially 
and this it was, despite the fact that a basetiall war was 
on. The fight Letween the American and National 
Leagues, though it did not extend to New York or 
Brooklyn, tended to stimulate interest rather than to 
do particular damage. Philadelphia, which was com- 
pelled to support two teams, did so, and both Mack’s 
and Shettsline’s clubs, it is believed, made expenses. 
The Boston public went back on the National League 
Club, while Chicago the champion town of the Amert- 
can organization, patronized both rival clubs fairly 
well, although Comiskey’s White Stockings, of course, 
received better support. The attendence in Pittsburg 
and St. Louis was really better than it has been for 
three years past, due to the better team work of the 
home clubs. Had the New York Giants played as good 
ball all through the season as they did the earlier part 
of it, Freedman’s club would have proved one of the 
best money makers in the League. On the other hand, 
it can be said wit some degree of reason that had 
the Brooklyns male another runaway race for the 
pennant the patronaze would probably not have been 
as good.) The mere fact that other teams were making 
the 1900 champions hustle, served to stimulate interest, 
and incidentally did Brooklyn a deal of good. 

Looking back over the reason just passed there is 
nothing which suggests it to be one full of glory for 
either of the nines that represented Greater New York. 
The ex-champions played inconsistently throughout 
and at notime displayed the steadiness that is one of 
the chief qualifications of a pennant aggregation. At 
crucial times Hanlon’s men did not do as well as was 
expected of them. They played against the stronger 
teams like real champions and then when all seemed 
smooth sailing, along would come some weaker nine 
and deal the locals a few body blows that dampened 
their aspirations somewhat. But the Giants did even 
worse. Davis’ men virtually handed the flag to the 
Pirates during the last trip East of Clark’s men by 
“laying down” six successive times to the Smoke- 
towners ata time when Brooklyn was making what 
seemed to be a winning spurt. and when a couple of 
defeats for the Pittsburgers meant a closerrace. The 
Phillies also did the ex-champions a mean turn by 
making so poor a showing against Clark’s men, both at 
home and in the West. Then, after they had helped 
the Pirates to practically cinch the pennant, they 
turned around, played a number of double headers 
with the Reds, and forced the latter into eighth ditch, 
when McPhee’s men were indulging in a battle with 
New York for tail-end honors, while all the time the 
Hanlonites were forced to lay off, because Manager 
Davis, of the Giants, was unwilling to play off a num- 
ber of postponed games with his borough rivals for 
fear of being forced into last ditch. Had Brooklyn 
played and won the three postponed games with the 
Giants, second place could have been wrested from the 
Quakers. Thus it can be seen how some of the “might 
have beens’? worked to the disadvantage of the 
locals, 

Looking deeper into the subject the critics have about 
reached the conclusion that it is Just as well for the 
good of the game that some things turned out as they 
did. For instance, it could have done baseball no good 
to have had New York finish last. The American 


metropolis should be represented by a star team. With 
New York on a payiag basis the game is bound to ' 


boom,and magnates who have keen slow to realize 
this fact will probably take steps in the near future that 
will alter things a little bit in Manhattan. 

Again, it probably was better for the good of the 
game to have Philadelphia finish ahead of Brooklyn 
this year. Quakertown has been invaded by the 
American League, and it was for the best interests of 
the game to have the National League team in Slow- 
ville make as strong a showing as possible. That the 
Quaker cranks appreciated the work of Shettsline’s 
pets, the attendance figures attest, There are many 
who think that baseball would boom as it has seldom 
boomed before were it possible to have either Philadel- 
phia or New York win the pennant next year. 

Brooklyn’s showing during the past season was by no 
means a poorone. Hanlon’s men captured five of the 
seven series, failing to win a majority of games from 
St. Louis and Boston. When it is taken into considera- 
tion that the ex-champions tested Pittsburg and Phila- 
delphia, it can be seen that they played up to the stand- 
ard attimes. Had they done as well in every series as 
in those with the two leaders, the Pirates would never 
have carried West the coveted bit of bunting. Hanlon 
had trouble with his pitchers at first, and then when 
the boxmen did round to and show good form, there 
‘ame a batting slump. The weakness at third, early in 
the season, too, was the cause of a number of defeats. 

\ltogether, it can be truthfully said that the team was 

4 disappointment to everyone. 

The outlook for 1902 is not a particularly good one.

Promoters of the forthcoming championship 
fight between Jim Jeffries and Gus Rublin seem | 
determined to profit by a knowledge of the combina- | 
tion of circumstances which caused the Saengerfest 
committee of Cincinnati to abandon their project to 
bring the two men together. Too much publicity was 
admitted to have caused all the trouble, Pages of illus- 
trated matter detailing every movement of the two 
fighters, stories of their lives, methods of training and 
statements of how they intended to annihilate each 
other were published in such up-to-date exactness that | 
the people who comprised the religious and moral ele- 
ments of the community were inspired to protect the | 
fair name of their city from the 
degradation which they belleved 
would be incidental to the holding of 
such an affair. 

The people in the Golden Gate 
Metropolis who have assumed the 
responsibility of bringing the two 
fighters together in a contest for 
championship supremacy on Nov. 
16, are disposed to have the affair 
talked about as little as is necessary 
to keep the public reminded of it. 
Occasionally vagrant paragraphs of 
news from the training quarters of 
the men are sifted through the ordl- 
nary news channels and find their 
way into print, but there is a con- 
spicuous absence of the brass-band 
efforts of the publicity promoters 
which have heretofore characterized 
the exploitation of affairs of this 
kind, 

In some ways the fight is not 
attracting as much attention as its 
importance warrants. There seems 
to be a lack of confidence in the 
match for some reason which has 
notappeared. While anxious to see 
the big fighters meet the local sports 
do not take kindly to the juggling 
going on about the match and the 
forfeit money. The way in which 
Ruhilin’s representative has been 
talking does not increase the confi- 
dence of sporting men, especially 
as Jeffries disposed of Joe Kennedy 
80 easily, while Ruhlin allowed Ken- 
nedy to get the decision from him, 
The fact that Peter Maher knocked 
out Kennedy in a punch just after 
Ruhlin lost to Kennedy makes the 
followers cf the game telieve that 
either Rublin faked the fight with 
Kennedy or that he has very little 
chance with Jeffries. 

Jeffries has engaged Bob Arm- 
strong to help his brother, Jack, 
train him for the encounter, and the 
trio have gone to Ilarbin Springs to 
get ready. Armstrong will be a ' 
valuable ecquisition to the cham- 
pion’s camp, as he is unquestionably 
one of the best sparring partners in 
the business to-day. Although Arm- 
strong has been unfortunate in his 
ring engagements, it is a well known 
fact that there are few of the heavies 
who can outpoint him in private. Armstrong fights 
his battles in training and shows himself a 50 per cent. 
better man than when he appears in a public exhibition. 

He has in turn trained Sharkey, Fitzsimmons, Ruh- 
lin and Jeffries for important battles. Armstrong isa 
six-footer and weighs more than 200 pounds. He has 
aterrific punch and is credited with flooring Fitz- 
simmons in a hot mix-up with a single swing. 

In case Harry Corbett declined to referee the fight 
Los Angeles has a candidate for the place in the person 
of Harry Stuart, who has been giving splendid satis- 
faction in the South. He refereed the Griffin-Martin 
battle, and pleased all parties concerned. 

Stuart was well known in San Francisco eight years 
ago, as he used to fightaround the bay. Ilis record in 
the ring is no less bright as a fighter than as a referee. 
He was only twice defeated in his career and then went 
down after a stubborn contest.

It may be that Jim Corbett’s money lacks 
the “sticking” qualities which characterize the dollars 
which go to swell Terry McGovern’s bank account, but 
it is a fact which does not permit of argument that the 
former champion heavyweight is still the greatest 
money getter among the pugilists. The facility with 
which he “throws the mit,” his affability, personal 
appearance and flow of “salve” all combine to make 
him popular, and popularity makes the kind of work 
which heis now doing on the stage extremely profit- 
able. I met him in the lobby of the Iroquois Hotel, 
Buffalo, one day last week. He was on his way to 
Canada and stopped over long enough to shake hands 
with a few friends and discuss the coming champion- 
ship battle at San Francisco between Jeff and Rublin. 

“Having a nice time in the theatrical world, now- 
adays, thoughts of the ring are far away,” he said, when 
asked if he had any idea of returning to the ring. “T can 
make more money and live a better life this way,” he 
continued, ‘than I could by fighting rightalong. It 
takes a lot of money and trouble to fita man fora 
fight, and then if he loses it’s all off.” 

Asked who he thought would win the big mill at San 
Francisco this fall Corbett declared for Jeffries. ‘Jeff 
is too big and strong for Gus,’’ sald he.

Owing to police interference, ‘‘Kid’’ Broad, of Cleve- 
land, was unjustly deprived of another decision over 
Dave Sullivan.

Broad swung half-arm for 
Sullivan’s jaw and, coming in, put 
right to stomach. The second 
round saw some hot exchanges, 
and although both men emerged 
from this close work without ap- 
parent damage, the blows carried 
considerable steam. 

Just before the close cf this 
round, Sullivan reached Broad’s 
jaw with a crashing right. Sulli- 
van went back when the Cleve- 
lander reached his stomach with a 
right at short range. 

Sullivan brought his right into 
action in the third and beat around 
Broad’s ribs at a merry clip. Broad 
used a short left swing to the jaw 
with good eflect. Both seemed 
anxious to get close and exchanged 
rights and lefts in rapid style, sel- 
dom clinching. Broad reached 
Sullivan’s belt with a sweeping 
left and tried with right for jaw, 
Sullivan’s guard striking the glove 
high to the head. Broad’s left side 
assumed a pink tint from the num- 
erous rights Sullivan had landed 
on the ribs. 

Just before the gong Sullivan 
tottered slightly from a well judged 
right tothejaw. The boys fought 
hard in the fifth round, Sullivan 
still seeking the reddened ribs, 
Broad still trying the left for the 
jaw. JBroad’s banged stomach 
heaved as he took his corner. 

As the gong rang at the close of 
the eighth round Sullivan reached 
Broad’s head with right and left 
and repeated the right to the jaw 
in the ninth. Broad’s head flew 
back from a shcert arm left jab 
coming out cf a clinch just as the 
round ended. The men opened 
the tenth round with no apparent 
advantage over each other. 

Broad fought Sullivan to the 
ropes with swings to body and 
head in the eleventh and was sent 
back from a well directed left jab. 
A long left swing caught Sullivan 
on the point of thejaw and for a 
few seconds he saw nothing but 
the chandelier overhead. 

Broad’ chased Sullivan around 
the ring in the twelfth, shoving 
out his left glove, which Sullivan wisely declined to 
tarry for. The Corkonian's eye was somewhat swollen 
from the jabbing he had received as he retired to his 
chair. Broad jabbed a good left on Sullivan’s jaw in 
the thirteenth. Sullivan slipped and nearly fell from a 
long range push on the Jaw as the bell sounded. 

To get over Sullivan’s guard was an easy matter for 
Broad in the fifteenth round, and he had little trouble 
in putting his glove about where he pleased, Sullivan's 
legs trembled from two quick jabs to the Jaw and he 
backed to the ropes. Sullivan looked to be tiring 
slightly as he sat down. Sullivan endeavored to duck 
into a clinch at the opening of the sixteenth and ran 
into a short left uppercut. Before recovering he was 
banged into the ropes, but luckily clinched out of harm. 
He frequently reached Broad with a left to the jaw and 
a right to the stomach, but the Cleveland boy kept com- 
ing. Broad seemed to have Sullivan going shortly after 
the eighteenth opened with right and left to head, but 
the Boston boy stepped back and whipped his left 
across the jaw. Asharp crack from Sullivan’s right 
tore over Broad’s disfigured ear and blood showed 
slightly after the glove came back. Both men tried 
hard in the last round, slugging each other at a merry 
clip. The boys hung on tired in the clinch, Broad 
emerging, however, somewhat the stronger. A few 
| seconds before the gong and after a fierce bitof mixing,
